noon, and in tbe hon.ie when it rain*-? 
Hate tbe people no knowledge that we 
hate a plurality of officials who h*ve no 
duties other than to draw salaries? Are 
not the thinking aware that our whole 
system of State and county goterauent is 
too complex for a commonwealth whose 
population is no larger than that of Nevada? 


If the people were not as thoroughly 


cognizant of these facts, or if they were not 
true, then might it be said that those who 
voted for a Constitutional Contention were 
misled by a pbantom.

A Monster Aerolite. 


In Hay, 1888, the National nrasenm of 


Brazil came into final poeseeaion of one 
of tbe largest meteorites or aerolites 
that was ever known to fall npon either 
section of the American continents. The 
noble specimen, weighs 11,800 pounds 
and originally laid imbedded in the 
ground near Bendego creek, in one of 
the most inaccessible portions of Brazil. 
The cost of transporting it from the 
place where it first struck American soil 
was defrayed by Baron Greahy. The 
survey of the route and preliminary ar- 
rangements occupied three months; its 
journey to the capital commenced Nov. 
25, 
1887, and it was nearly five 


months later before it was finally landed 
at the little railroad depot in the wilder- 
ness from whence it was transported to 
Rio Janeiro. 


During the four months in which it 


was being pulled, pushed and rolled by 
man and mule power through the track- 
less forests, over steep mountains and 
sandy wastes, it crossed over one hun- 
dred streams of all sizes, was taken 
over ono mountain chain 8,700 feet in 
height, besides many smaller elevations. 
All of this in a region where the best 
roads are only mule paths. A better 
idea of the difficulties these scientists 
encountered in securing their prize may 
be had from a knowledge of the fact 
that a total of 172 days was consumed 
in moving it from Bendego creek to the 
railway station, a distance of only 71J 
miles. The pluck and energy exhibited 
by these gentlemen in moving this gi- 
gantic airstone to their national museum 
is a curious commentary on the scientific 
ideas of the early part of the century, 
which denied the existence of such bod- 
ies as aerolites.—St. Louis Republic.

A CHEAT DI8COVBBY. 


Fr*ce»s to Halt* Aluminum 


Coat. 


at Little 


As already annonnced P. A. Emanuel, a 


member of tbe Aiken, 8. 0., Bar, baa dis- 
ootered a process by which aluminum can 
be freed from Kaolin at an inconsiderable 
cost. It is known tbat a fortune not to be 
reckoned by millions awaitg the discotery 
of a cheap process for tbe mauafacture of 
aluminum. About a rear ago Mr. Emanuel 
applied himself to this problem, and it is 
belieted that he has arrived at a correct 
solution. 


Tbe material which he niea is the Kao- 


lin ol Aiken county as a basis, which he 
worked with sulphuric aoid. On making 
tbe discovery Mr. Emanuel weat to Wash- 
ington and su'omitted his process to scien- 
tists there, and now he hag his diacotery 
secured from attack by proper letters nat- 
ent. 
Not long ago aluminum sold at about 


$26,000 a ton, but by a process which was 
considered final, tbe price was reduced at 
Pittibnrg to'$2 60 a pound, or about $5,000 
a ton. 


The announcement it now made that by 


the ingenuity of Mr. Emanuel aluminum 
can be (reed from Kaolin »t a cost of about 
$2 50 per ton, that price being about 2,000 
time* less than by tbe Fittsbnrg prooesn. 
As there is now more demand in the world 
for aluminum for mechanical purposes tban 
there is for gold, tbe immensity of tbe field 
ia realized and the fortune open for the 
discovery will be apparent. 


It is said tbat $500,000 has already been 


offered for a location near Aiken for tbe 
plant to develop tbe aluminum.

Tbis measure w<is not satisfactory in

It ie understood that it will be framed 
on the lines ol the rule proposed at the last 
SMBion by Senator Hoar and will provide 
for ordering the previous question on any 
proposition after a reaennab'e time has 
betn allotted for debate. This rule will 
not be reported until tbe Financial bill has 
been cresented to the Senate by tbe 
Finance Committee.

Irregular Worklnc In machinery. 


A simple method has been devised by 


means of which, in the midst of a busy 
workshop full of machinery in motion, 
any special noise, even though slight, 
can be distinguished and its origin 
traced. 
The apparatus consists of an 


ordinary india rubber gas tube about a 
yard in length; the length may, how- 
ever, be varied to suit the nature of the 
investigation. The tube is unprovided 
with earpiece or bell. One end is ap- 
plied to the ear of the observer while 
the other is moved about in order to ex- 
plore the seat of the irregularity. Since 
the free orifice of the tube is compara- 
tively small and is applied as closely as 
possible to the vibrating surface it prac- 
tically receives only those sonorous vibra- 
tions whicb are emitted by this surface. 
Those who have to do with machinery 
will find it especially useful for observ- 
ing noises due to irregularities in the 
working of small parts of machines, 
which may be either difficult or danger- 
ous to approach in any other way.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

Two Miners Buried by an Aralanche— 


One of Them rives Five Days with 
Frozen Limbs Under a Fallen Tree 


An Enterprise special from Bridegort 


Cal., says: Archie McNabb arrived this 
morning from Lnndy, bringing news in re- 
gard to the death of William Robinson and 
Jacob Weaver. 
They were killed by I 


snowslide instead of an explosion of. por- 
ter, 
as at first supposed. Weaver was 


found alive, buried under the broken tim 
bers and debris of the cabin in which they 
lived. Both legs and one arm were crushed 
by the limbers and were frozen. 


He was sensible when found, and said he 


thought he bad been EO confined for five 
days. During that time ho had gotten hold 
ot a hand-saw, and while trying to free 
himself of the fallen timbers had nearly 
sawed hia frozen arm from his body with- 
out knowing it. When released the rescue 
party started with him to town, but he 
died before they reached the foot of the 
mountain. 


Tbe statement that Robinson was found 


on the dump of the mine is untrue. His 
mangled body was found about 1,500 feet 
down tbe mountain side below his cabin, 
where it had been carried by an avalanche 
of snow nnd rocks.

SCPREME COURT DECISION. 


The State of Ntvada, Respondent, vt. 


Central Paciac Railroad Company, 
Appellant. 


[CI DELKNiP, O. J,] 


In an action for the recovery ot delin- 


quent taxe?, judgment was rendered against 
defendant for the sum of $24,209 73 for 
taxes and penalties, together with the Dis- 
trict Attorney's fees and costs of suit. 


Included ia the judgment is the sum o 


$1,106 98, with penalties, tbe amount of 
special school tax levied upon the property 
of the defendant in the Argcnta Schoo 
District. 


One of the objections is that Ibis school 


district was not organized in conformity 
with the provisions of the statutes ot the 
State relating to the formation oi school 
districts, and that the levy of tbe school 
tax was, therefore, illegal. 


It was shown that the district bad been 


n existence since tbe year 1871; that from 
that time down tb the time of trial it bad 
received from the {school Fund of the 
county for its support moneyi aggregating 
.he snm of $24,372 90; that three special 
:axes had been levied and collected for its 
benefit, and, apparently, no question of Ihe 
egality of its organization bad ever been 
made. 


Upon these fasts defendant is precluded 


torn attacking the legality of the organiza- 
tion of the district. In support of this 
conclusion we rely upon the principles an 
nonncsd in the case of Stuart vs. School 
District, 30 Mich., 69. In that case com 
ilainacts resisted tbe enforcement of a 
lohool district tax for the reason DOW urged 
>y defendant. Tbe district had exercised 
be powers and privileges of a school dis 
rict for thirteen years with the acquiescence 
f'the public. Tue Court said: "Whether 
his particular objection wonld have been 
worthy of serious consideration bad it been 


fl sooner we mutt, after this lapse of 


ime, wholly decline to consider. This 
istrict, existed de facto, and we suppose 
e jure also, for we are not informed to the 
ontrary, when the legislation of 1859 wai 
had, and from that time to tbe present it 
.as assumed to possess and exercise all the 
ranchises which are now brought in qnes- 


ion, 
and tbero has .since been a steady 


oncurrence of action on the purl of its 
iBDpIe in the election of officers, in tbe 
evy of large taxes, and in the employment 
I teachers for the support of a high 
chool. The State had acquiesced in this 
saxitnption of authority, and it has never, 
3 far as wo nre advised, been questioned 
y any one until, after thirteen years used, 
iree individual taipayrrs, out of some 
loneaods, in'a suit instituted on their own 
ehalf, and to which tbe public authorities 
ive no countenance, come forward in this 
ollaternl manner and ask us to annul the 
ranohise. To require a municipal corpor- 
tioo, after so long an acquiescence, to de- 
end, in a merely private suit, tbe irregn- 
arity not only of its own action but even 
f the legislation that permitted such ne- 
on to be had, could not be justified by the 
raciples of law, much less by those of 
ublic policy. Ws may justly take cogoi- 
ince in these cases of the notorious fact 
iat municipal action is often exceedingly 
nformal and irregular, when, after all, no 
rong or illegality has been intended, and 
le sole purpose of the law has been bad 
n view and been accomplished; so that it 
may be said the spirit of the law hits been 


ept while the letter has been disregarded. 
"We mity also find in tbe statutes many 


nstanees of careless legislation, under 
hich municipalities have acted for many 
ears, until important 
interests have 


prnng up, which might be crippled or 
estroyed if then, for the first time, matters 


f form in legislative action were suffered 


be questioned. If ever municipality 


must be subject to be called into oonit at 
ny time to defend its original organiza- 
on and its franchises at the will of any 
issatisfied ci'izea wbo may feel disposed

The other objection arises oat of an

assessed at $14,000 per mile. The Board 


if Equalization reduced the assessment to 
'12.0CO. Defendant introduced evidence 
ending to show that a similar line of road 
onld be constructed in Lander county at a 
ost not exceeding $9,000 per mile. It is 
lonlended that the amount should not ex- 
eed this figure, and that the valuation 
bould be reached by considering Ihe road 
,s an isolated piece of property situated in 
jander county without reference to its 
onnections at either end. The statute, 
lowever, requires Assessors to estimate the 
value ot railroads with reference to their 
>osition, connections and use, and "as an 
ntegral part of a complete, continuous and 
operated line of railroad, and not as so 
much land covered by the right ot way 
merely, nor as so roan; miles of track con- 
sisting of iron rails, tiea and couplings." 
;Stats. 1875, p. 106.] 


Tested by this rule, there is no evidence 


tending to show an overvaluation of the 
railroad. The judgment and order of the 
District Court are affirmed.
